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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Rajala explictly discusses changing diameters of 
rollers (see column 9, lines 49-55) therefore when mounted in an adjustable manner the diameter of the vacuum transfer cylinder would 
be greater than the distance between the other two (in keeping equal nip gaps between cutting and sealing cylinders). Furthermore, 
adjustment of the central transfer cylinder in order to increase or decrease the respective nip gaps equally would require movement away 
from both cylinders. Whereas the provision of adjustability, where needed, involves only routine skill in the art, In re Stevens, 101 USPQ 
284 (CCPA 1954), the examiner is also relying upon the explicit teachings of Takayanagi et al. Mounting the transfer cylinder in such an 
adjustable manner as taught by Takayanagi et al. would render the claimed invention unpatentable. Note also: rearranging parts of an 
invention involves only routine skill in the art; see In re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70. The final rejection is maintained. 
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
